‘United States of America, Eastern 
District of Missouri,a.: In the 
District Court of th: United States 
For the Eastern District of Missou- 
ri. At the November term of said 
Court, A. D 1875. 

“The Grand Jury of the United 
States of America, duly empaneled, 
sworn, aod charged to inquire in and 
for the Eastern District of Missouri, 
o their oatbs, present that Orville 
E. Babcock and John A. Joyce, lace 
of said distriet, on the first dav of 
January, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and seveu- 
ty-four, at the said district, did eon: 
spire, combine, confederate, aud 
agree together among themselves, 
and with John MeDooald, Josep“ 
M. Fitzroy, Rudolph W. Utrici, Lou- 
is Teuscher, John Busby, Gorden . 
Bingham, and with certain other 
persons tothe Grand Jurors afore- 
ssid unknown, to defraud the United

There are also the follow 
ing minor bequests: To the widow 
of Benjamiu Astor, an annuity du- 
ring her life of $200 a year; to the 
Americau Bible Society, 310,000; to 
the Society for Relief of Respectable 
Aged Indigent Females, 9,000; to 
the Institution for the Blind, $5,000; 
to the New York Lying-In syſum, 
$5,000; to the Ladies’ Repository, 
$5,000; to the Exempt Firemen’s Be- 
1. evolent Fund of the Volunteer Fire 
Department, $10,000; to Phillip 
Kissam, Augustus F. Saiteriee, 
William W. Bruce and Thomas M. 
Beare, 32,500 to en l o1 them, provi- 
ced he shall be in the employ of the 
testator at the time of his death. In 
regard to the Astor library, the will 
recites that the testator had formed 
the resolution to add 8250 000 to tne 
endowment of the Astor library. 
founded by his father, which resolu- 
tion he contemplated to execute in 
his life-time; but he directs his exe- 
cutors to pay to the trustees of the 
library whatever portion of the 3250,- 
000 he may not have advanced or 
paid in his lifestime.

‘A SUNDAY MAIL. 

The change of schedule next 
week will involve such changes in 
the arrival and departure of the 
mails on the North Carolina Rail- 
road as wil! involve serious incou- | 
venience, to business men and al! 
others unless rectified. As at pre- 
sent run, we have our mails early in 
the morning from the West, and at 
night from the East. Sunday makes 
a gap, but we get the mails early 
Monday morning. By the new ar- 
rangement, the Western and a great 
part of the Northern mail will reach 
bere at a late hour in the afternoon, 


thus making Monday, the most im- | 


portant business day in the week, a

Information has already been 
given of the detention of this gen- 
tleman, Captain of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship City of Sen Fran- 
cisco, by a threat of the Hawaian 
authorities to arrest him on his ar- 
rival in their waters on a charge of 
piracy for the destruction of the Ha- 
waian Bark Harvest. We have seen 
in a California paper some farther

Upon the arrival of the City of 
San Francisco at the port of that 
name, Capt. Waddell found thas 
the Agent of the company was there, 
recently arrived from Honolulu. 
T he Agent had learned that the 
Hawaians were in possession of the 
fact that the dreaded Captain of the 
rebel cruiser Shenandoah, in bis 
voyage to Sydney would necessarily 
stop at Honolulu, and thes bad re 
solved to detain him and hold him 
to answer for the aforesid destruc- : 
tion of their vessel. The Ex-Attor- 
ney General of the Hawaian Gov- 
ernment was in San Francisco, and 
upon consultation with him, it was

| hauling down the Stars and Stri 
and running up the Confede- 
rate flag. Iv pursuance of his — 
ers, he proceeded to destroy the 
veel br burding them, not by fir- 
ing into them and sinking them, as 
= reporter states, fur he also states, 
that Capt. Waddell informed him 
with profound satisfaction that in 
the whole course of his destructive 
cruise, he had never taken life nor 
injured limb, which would have not 
been the case if he had opened upon 
the whalers with shot and shell. 
The Hawaian bark was destroyed 
with the others. She, too, run up 
the American flag. At the time she 
was under the command of the mate, 
the Captain being on shore on a 
frolic, but it was learned that the 
mate acted under orders providing 


for such cases. 7 he Hawaian vessel 


paid the penalty like dog Tray in the 
fable, for being found in bad con- 
pany, and imitating their habits. 
The destruction of the others, 
subsequently legalized as an act of 
war, must also legalize the destruc- 
tion of the Harvest, since she follow- 
ed the fate of her false colors, the 
legality of which Capt. Waddell had 
neither the right nor the time to 
question.

Colorado. This ranch is 156 miles 


long, and begins at Juleshurg on the | 


east and extends to Cireeley on the 
west. It includes bottom and upland 
ranges, and has several camps or 
ranches. Thechief ranch is nearly 
south of Sidney, and about for 

miles from Julesburg. At this ranch 
there are houses and sheds, aod some- 
thing more than two sections of land 
feneed in. All the cattle bought by 


| Mr. Iliff are turned over to him aud 


branded at this place. Here are bis 
private stock-yards, with corrals, 
shutes and all the necessary conven- 
iences for handling cattle. It is on 
the South Platte River and of course 
has the watering facilities, while 
from the bottom land adjacent plenty 
of hay may be cut for the useof the 


horses employed in herdiog. He euts 


no hay for his cattle. They live the 
entire year on the rich native grass 
on bis range, and with the excep- 
tion of a severe wluter now and 
then, the percentage of luss is not 
very great. 


Mr. lliff isa thorough cattle man, 
a 


and from his loog experience 
rfect knowledge of the business. 
e has bought aud now owns some 
20,000 acres of his present range, aud 
will undoubtedly purchase more 
land as soou as it comes into the 
market. He now owns 26,000 head 
of cattle, and will have this number 
after his sales for the present year are 
completed. The number of calves 
branded this year on his ranch will 
be from 4,600 to 6,000 head, and bis 
salea of three or four-years old steers 
and tat cows the present fall proba- 
bly amount to about the same num- 
ber. He told me he expected to real- 
ize the sum of thirty-three dollars 
per head net on his sales this year“ 
At this rate 4,500 head would brin 
him the sn little little sum o 
$148,500. To take care of this immense 
herd he employs from twelve to 
thirty-five men—very few, usually, 
in the winter, and the largest 
ber during the ‘‘round-upe” ia the 
spring. At the preseot time he has 
twenty-four men employed, and is 
cutting out of bis herd the four-year- 
old steers and fat cows which he 
intends to ship. When engaged in 
this work the same meu are gather- 
ing the cows with unbrauded calves, 
which they put into the corrals near 
by, and, after the calves are branded, 
they ar turned loose with the herd 
again. His herd is rapidly being 
graded up 
thoroughbred Durham bulls. Ia 
dition tothe cattle raised on this 
ranch, he deals largely in Texas and 
Iudian cattle, and has now adver 


| tised for twenty thousand head of 
Texas cattle to be delivered at his 


ranch In July of next year. Mr. 
liitf estimates the increase of cattle 
from his home herd—outside of pur 
chases and sales—to be about seventy 
percent. per year, and to be about 
equally divided as to gender. His 
shippiog points are at Pine Biull and 
Sulesburg, on the Pacific, and at 
Deer's Tail, on the Kansas Pacific.
